SEWERAGE ELECTION.

The Board of Aldermen of the
City of Monroe Ordain:—

1. That for the purpose of estab-
lishing, providing and maintaining
a sewerage system for the City of
Monroe the Board of Aldermen
shall lssue bonds of the City of
Monroe to the amount of thirty
thousand (30,000,00) dollars, bear-
ing lnterest at the rate of five per
cent per annum, of the denomina-
tion of one thousand dollars, to each
and every one of which bonds shall
be attnched conpons representing the
interest due thereon, which coupons
shall be due and payoble nnnually
until said bonds shall mature, The
bonds shall ran for a period of
thirty years and shall be consecu-
tively numbered and the ecoupons
shall bear the number of the bond
to which they are attached and
shall declare the amount of Inter-
est which they represent and when
due and shall he receivable in pay-
ment of taxes due the City of Mon-
roe by the holder of sald bonda.
The bonds shall be exempt from
municipal taxation.

2. That the bonds shall be lssued
over the signature of the Mayor of
the City of Monroe, witnessed by
the signature of the Clerk to the
Board of Aldermen and attested by
the official seal of the City of Mon-
roe and shall be sold by the Mayor
of the City of Monroe, under the
direction of the Board of Aldermen,
at a sum not less than their par
value.

3. That for the purpose of pay-
Ing the Interest on sald bonds an-
nually, as it becomes due, and of
providing a fund for the payment
of sald bonds at maturity, the Board
of Aldermen shall annually levy and
ciuse to be collected, as other wvity
tnxes are levied and collected, n
tax upon real and persondl proper-
ty, and mixed, subject to taxntlon
for munleipal purposes sufficlent to
pay the nnnual interest on  said
honds and to provide a fund for the
payment of sald bonds as required
by the statute nuthorizing their is-
aun,

4. That the quostion whether the
bonds hercinbefore provided for
shall be lssued and o seworige sys-
tem established, operated and main-
tulned in the City of Monroe shall
be submitted to the qualified vot-
ers of the City of Monroe for their
determination on the Tth day of
May, 1912, after sixty days’ notice
thereof In the stme manner as s
provided for the election of offi-
cers  for  the ¢ity of Monroe,
at which electlon those voters fn-
voring the issue of bonds and the
establisliment of o sewerdite 8sys-
tem shall vote a ballot on  which
shall be written or printed “Sew-
erape,” and those opposing the is-
sue of bonds and the estabiishment
of an woewerage system shall vole a
bullodt on which shall be written or
prinied “No Sewernge.”
